Although the remarks indicate that the amendments are directed to overcoming a new matter issue, there was at least one claim 
amendment which was not directed to the new matter issue, and as such would necessitate further search and/or consideration. See 
claim 29. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant asserts on page 9 of the Amendment After Final, submitted 9/28/2006, that the claim amendments obviate the rejections under 
35 USC 112-1st paragraph. Although some of the claim amendments are directed at overcoming these rejections, others are not. See 
claim 29, for example. Therefore, the amendments have not been entered, because, as a whole, they would require further search 
and/or consideration. 

Applicant further asserts on pages 9-10, that the references do not teach "routing control signals applied in parallel". The Office notes 
however, that Applicant's disclosure, as taught in Figure 1 and paragraph [0018], reveals the use of a control word to define a data path 
through serial processing stages (such as shown in Figure 1 in which routing through a first stage represented by a choice among 
functional units 10-12 is followed by routing through a subsequent stage represented by the choice from among functional units 13-16). 
The Office also notes that the Lynch control word likewise specifes the control signals for routing at each stage. See the Lynch Abstract. 
Thus the Office is of the opinion that the claimed control mechanism was taught by the cited references. 

Applicant further asserts on page 10 that motivation to combine the references is lacking, because the Nosenchuck hardware 
architecture cannot be physically incorporated into the Lynch architecture. The Office notes, however, that Nosenchuck was merely 
relied upon for its teaching that the use of a plurality of routing units was well-known in the art (especially at the time of the Lynch 
invention). Therefore, the Office believes that the combination of the teachings of Nosenchuck and Lynch was proper. 

For these reasons, the Office maintains the rejections as set forth in the Final Office Action mailed 5/31/2006. 
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
